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FARM  INCOME  IN  THE  FIRST  HALF  OF  1958 

Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  the  first  half  of  1958  was  at 
an  annual  rate  of  approximately  13.  3  billion  dollars.  This  was 
22  percent  higher  than  the  revised  estimate  for  the  first  half  of 
1957. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  were  11  percent  above  the 
first  half  of  last  year,  with  prices  of  farm  products  averaging  8  per- 
cent higher  and  the  volume  of  marketings  up  3  percent.  Production 
expenses  were  also  higher,  but  by  less  than  4  percent,  not  nearly 
enough  to  offset  the  increase  in  gross  income.  As  a  result,  farmers' 
realized  net  income  increased  very  substantially.  Part  of  this  in- 
crease reflects  delayed  marketings  of  some  crops,  such  as  corn 
and  cotton,  from  last  year's  late  harvest.  If  the  net  change  in  farm 
inventories  is  added  to  realized  net  income,  the  increase  in  the 
total  net  income  is  13  percent. 

Annual  and  quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income  from  1946  to 
date  are  revised  in  this  issue  (table  1).    The  revisions  in  general 
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reflect  new  basic  data  from  the  195^  Census  of  Agriculture  for  some  of  the 
earlier  years,  better  information  on  quantity  and  value  of  home-consumed  farm 
products,  and  some  increase  in  the  coverage  of  production  expenses  based  on 
the  1955  Survey  of  Farmers •  Expenditures. 

The  revised  1957  estimate  of  farmers*  realized  net  income  is  10.8  bil- 
lion dollars,  down  10  percent  from  I956.    Much  of  this  decline  resulted  from 
a  wet  fall  and  delayed  harvest  last  year.    This  resulted  in  a  substantial  build- 
up in  farm  inventories  at  the  end  of  the  year.    If  the  inventory  change  is  in- 
cluded with  realized  net  income,  total  net  income  for  1957  was  11.6  billion 
dollars,  nearly  the  same  as  in  1956.    Per  capita  income  of  the  farm  population 
from  Ail  sources  in  1957  is  now  estimated  at  $9^7*  7  percent  higher  than  in 
1956. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  half  of  1958  totaled 
approximately  13.8  billion  dollars,  11  percent  higher  than  the  revised  total 
of  12. k  billion  in  the  first  half  of  1957.    Prices  of  farm  products  averaged 
higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year,  and  the  volume  of  market- 
ings also  was  larger,  reflecting  increased  sales  of  crops  from  the  large  stocks 
on  farms  January  1. 

Farmers  received  about  9»1  billion  dollars  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  the  first  half  of  1958,  and  about  4.7  billion  from  crops.  The 
livestock  total  was  up  12  percent  from  last  year's  total  of  8.2  billion  dollars, 
as  a  Ik  percent  rise  in  average  prices  more  than  offset  a  slight  decline  in 
volume.    Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  up  nearly  20  percent,  and  re- 
ceipts from  poultry  and  eggs  rose  15  percent.    There  was  a  slight  decline  in 
dairy  receipts. 

Total  crop  receipts  were  up  10  percent  from  the  total  of  billion 
dollars  received  in  the  first  6  months  of  1957  •    This  increase  was  due  almost 
entirely  to  larger  marketings,  as  prices  of  crops  averaged  practically  the 
same  in  the  first  half  of  both  years.    The  increase  in  crop  receipts  was 
mostly  in  corn,  fruits,  and  vegetables. 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  June  are  tentatively  esti- 
mated at  2.3  billion  dollars,  up  10  percent  from  the  same  month  last  year. 
June  crop  receipts  are  estimated  at  0.8  billion  dollars,  and  receipts  from 
livestock  and  products  at  1.5  billion. 

Estimates  of  monthly  cash  receipts  in  1957  have  been  revised  in  line 
with  the  revised  annual  totals.    These  are  used  in  some  of  the  following 
tables  for  comparison  with  current  monthly  estimates  for  1958,  both  for  the 
United  States  and  by  States.    However,  this  issue  contains  a  full  set  of  1957 
monthly  revisions  for  the  United  States  only  (table  5).    The  next  issue,  sched- 
uled for  September,  will  show  monthly  revisions  by  States  for  all  months  in 
1957.

The  following  tables  carry  the  estimates  of  gross  farm  Income,  produc- 
tion expenses,  net  farm  income,  and  related  series  back  to  1910.    The  esti- 
mates for  191*6-57  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  those  for  the  earlier  years 
because  of  various  revisions  made  in  the  estimates  for  the  later  years.  State 
estimates  extending  back  to  19^9  will  appear  in  the  next  issue,  for  release  in 
September.    These  will  reflect  revisions  in  the  United  States  totals  shown  in 
these  tables. 

The  net  effect  of  the  revisions  in  this  issue  has  generally  been  a 
slight  increase  in  the  estimates  of  farm  operators'  net  income  for  the  years 
191+6-52,  but  little  change  in  the  estimates  for  1953-56.    The  preliminary  esti- 
mate of  farmers*  net  income  in  1957 >  published  earlier  this  year,  has  been  re- 
vised downward  about  5  percent. 

In  general,  the  revisions  reflect  the  following:    (l)  Complete  adjust- 
ments in  gross  income  and  expenses  to  the  195^-  Census  of  Agriculture  for  the 
years  1950-57;  (2)  a  change  in  the  valuation  of  home  consumption  of  meat  ani- 
mals for  I9U6-57;  (3)  changes  in  the  level  of  the  estimates  of  cash  receipts 
from  forest  products,  the  value  of  home-consumed  fuel  wood,  and  the  value  of 
home  consumption  of  truck  crops  and  berries  for  the  years  1946-53;  (4)  the  in- 
clusion in  production  expenses  of  milk  haul  1  ng  charges  for  the  years  1946-57; 
and  (5)  the  routine  incorporation  of  final  data  into  some  of  the  components  of 
the  estimates  of  both  gross  income  and  production  expenses  for  the  most  recent 
years. 

Adjustments  in  the  estimates  to  the  final  results  of  the  1954  Census 
bring  to  completion  revisions  of  last  year.    At  that  time,  Census  data  for 
livestock  and  livestock  products  only  were  ready  for  incorporation  into  the 
estimates.    Crop  estimates,  for  the  most  part,  were  not  then  available  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  the  results  shown  by  the  1954  Census. 

The  revised  method  of  valuing  the  home  consumption  of  meat  animals  re- 
flects the  additional  expenses  incurred  by  farmers  in  slaughtering  meat  ani- 
mals for  their  own  use.    Heretofore,  the  portion  of  farm-slaughtered  meat 
animals  used  by  the  farm  family  was  valued  at  average  prices  received  for  the 
animals  on  foot.    Prices  of  slaughtered  animals  run  about  30  percent  higher 
than  the  live-weight  price.    The  new  estimates  reflect  these  higher  prices. 

Cash  receipts  from  forest  products  and  the  value  of  home-consumed  fuel 
wood  were  revised  to  a  higher  level  on  the  basis  of  State  per-farm  values. 
These  were  obtained  from  annual,  sample  questionnaire  data  collected  by  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.    Estimates  of  home  consumption  of  truck  crops  were  low- 
ered and  those  for  berries  raised,  as  a  result  of  revisions  based  on  the  House- 
hold Food  Consumption  Survey  of  1955. 
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The  USDA-Census  Survey  of  Farmers*  Expenditures  iu  1955  shoved  substan- 
tial expenses  by  fanners  for  milk  hauling  —  about  175  million  dollars  — 
which  were  not  included  in  current  estimates  of  production  expenses.  The 
level  of  expenditures  shown  by  the  Survey  was  confirmed  by  analysis  of  other 
data  relating  to  milk  hauling  costs.    Since  the  Survey  provided  the  first  real 
basis  for  including  this  item  in  expenses,  a  new  series  was  developed  and  is 
included  in  the  estimates  for  the  years  19^+6-57 •
